Report  of  the  Sister  in  Charge

statistical  account  of  our  work,  it  seems  well  at  this  time  to 
begin  this  report  according  to  the  present  practical  fashion  as 
follows  :

Th  is  is  the  largest  number  cared  for  in  a  twelve  month 
since  our  days  of  tuberculosis  patients,  when  many  who  came 
to  us  only  lingered  a  few  weeks,  and  quickly  made  room  for 
newcomers.  Now  many  of  our  household  are  staying  with  us 
for  lengths  of  time  ranging  from  twelve  years  to  a  few  days, 
and  as  to  age  from  Aunt  Fanny  Banks  aged  1 1  4  years  to  Baby 
David,  not  yet  past  his  first  milestone,  strong  of  limb  and 
with  a  happy,  laughing  face,  bearing  out  the  old  adage  :  44  Fri¬ 
day’s  child  is  loving  and  giving,”  for  he  gives  and  receives  love 
in  plenty  from  all  the  Household,  even  the  cook  in  her  busiest 
moments  stopping  long  enough  to  give  him  a  welcome. 

The  month  of  May  brought  us  again  to  Donation  Day, 
made  specially  happy  by  a  return  to  work  after  several  months 
of  incapacity,  and  as  usual  our  friends  were  generous  both  in 
money  and  in  useful  gifts.  This  was  followed  in  November  by 
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our  always  successful  Fair  at  The  Vendorne.  The  Flower  and 
Fruit  Table  being  this  year  exceedingly  beautiful  and  well 
equipped. 

Our  Christmas  festival  began  on  Christmas  Eve,  with 
the  whole  house  brilliantly  illuminated,  making  us  quite  a 
beacon  light,  set  as  we  are  on  a  hill.  By  the  time  all  the  can¬ 
dles  were  lighted  the  choir  boys  from  St.  John’s  Church,  Rox- 
bury,  with  our  Chaplain,  Rev.  Edward  Everett,  began  to  arrive, 
and  for  half  an  hour  they  sang  carols  to  the  delight  of  the 
household.  The  music  was  well  rendered,  two  of  the  boys 
having  quite  remarkable  voices.  As  Christmas  came  on  Sunday, 
we  decided  to  make  a  double  festival  of  it.  In  the  early  morn¬ 
ing  presents  from  Miss  Alice  P.  Tapley,  who  year  by  year 
remembers  us,  were  distributed  to  all  the  household,  supple¬ 
mented  by  cards,  and  the  Christmas  letter  from  the  City  Mis¬ 
sions,  and  gifts  from  personal  friends;  then  at  eleven  o’clock 
we  had  a  regular  Christmas  Service  in  the  Ward  at  which 
everyone  was  present,  and  so  the  day  passed  on.  But  the 
Christmas  dinner  given  us  by  the  waiters  from  Young’s  Hotel, 
our  annual  benefactors,  was  reserved  for  Monday  (so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  cook’s  churchgoing),  and  it  was  a  sump¬ 
tuous  feast  highly  enjoyed  by  all  the  family.  Then  a  few 
days  later  we  had  our  Christmas  Tree  at  which  most  of  the 
Ladies’  Aid  members  assisted.  A  wonderful  Tree  lighted  with 
electric  bulbs,  and  laden  with  oranges,  apples,  and  very  beauti¬ 
ful  decorations,  while  the  presents  neatly  done  up  in  paper,  were 
placed  on  a  side  table  to  be  distributed  by  the  ladies  who  were 
also  the  donors.  We  sang  hymns  and  carols,  and  the  after¬ 
noon  ended  with  ice  cream  and  cake.  The  whole  thing  from 
start  to  finish  being  the  gift  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association. 

At  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Charles  M.  Rogerson,  Treasurer 
of  the  Committee  of  the  Permanent  Charity  Fund,  Inc.,  we  are 
compiling  a  u  Gift  Book  ”  which  will  contain  information 
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about  our  future  disposal  of  Legacies  and  Bequests  which  have 
been  left  to  us  during  our  thirty  years’  existence,  and  this  year 
we  add  to  their  number  a  Bequest  from  the  estate  of  Sarah 
M.  Fay  of  $1000,  quite  unappropriated,  but  which  later  we 
hope  to  invest  for  permanent  income. 

The  Permanent  Charity  Fund  are  again  entitled  to  our 
thanks  for  their  repeated  gift  of  $1000  for  everyday  expenses. 
And  with  this  help  we  keep  u  the  wolf  from  the  door,”  and  get 
an  occasional  u  bit  of  cake,”  in  place  of  the  everyday  u  bread  and 
butter.”  We  have  made  a  few  new  friends  during  the  year; 
a  visitor  at  the  Elks’  Convention,  who  came  here  to  see  one  of 
the  patients,  was  so  impressed  with  our  home  and  its  happy 
inhabitants,  that  on  her  return  to  Athens,  Ohio,  where  she 
conducts  a  large  hotel,  she  sent  us  a  check  for  $100.00  as  an 
expression  of  her  appreciation  of  what  we  were  doing  for  the 
sick  and  aged  of  her  race.  The  Brotherhood  of  Dining  Car 
Employees,  unsolicited,  gave  us  a  liberal  donation,*  and  the 
many  Lodges  and  Societies,  old  friends  and  new,  have  contri¬ 
buted  as  usual,  making  a  very  encouraging  total. 

The  Church  Service  League  through  its  numerous  Paro¬ 
chial  Branches  sent  us  useful  and  generous  gifts,  promising  to 
send  more  later  in  the  year. 

Sheets,  pillowcases,  nightgowns,  draw  sheets,  underwear 
and  stockings  are  all  most  acceptable. 

The  Needlework  Guilds  of  Boston  and  Jamaica  Plain  also 
remembered  our  needs,  w7ith  their  usual  good  selection  of 
articles  of  wearing  apparel. 

The  Young  Men’s  Christian  Union  sent  us  a  good  number 
of  carriage  orders,  which  gave  pleasant  rides  to  our  family 
during  the  summer,  and  the  weekly  treat  of  ice  cream,  pro¬ 
vided  by  a  constant  giver ,  lightened  the  burden  of  many  a  hot 
afternoon. 

Two  notable  gifts  have  been  received  for  the  Chapel  :  A 
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set  of  white  silk  brocade  vestments  given  us  in  memory  of  Mrs. 
Catherine  L.  Moody,  made  by  the  Massachusetts  Altar  Society, 
and  a  super  frontal  of  handsome  Venetian  Lace  from  the 
Society  of  St.  Margaret.  We  prize  these  highly,  not  only  for 
their  intrinsic  worth,  but  because  we  seldom  get  gifts  for  the 
Chapel,  and  there  are  many  things  we  need,  a  rug  for  the  foot 
pace  of  the  Altar,  a  Credence  Table,  a  clock,  and  various  other 
little  things  which  we  hope  may  reach  us  in  due  time. 

As  we  had  made  no  special  appeal  in  our  last  year’s  report 
we  found  it  necessary  in  view  of  a  very  leaky  roof  to  ask  our 
sympathetic  and  most  generous  friends  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  come  to  our  assistance.  Repairs  in  a  slate  roof 
requiring  new  zinc  gutters  and  copper  u  valleys,”  many  of 
which  were  needed,  with  our  two  patched-on  ells  and  dormer 
windows,  caused  the  bill  to  assume  large  proportions,  and  our 
oak  trees  which  are  our  heritage,  and  as  precious  as  the  u  Old 
Oaken  Bucket  ”  of  antiquity,  showed  such  signs  of  decay  that 
the  services  of  an  expert  forester  were  necessary  to  preserve 
them.  Both  money  and  time  were  well  spent,  though  we  had 
little  of  either  left  when  the  summer  was  over.  Looking  for¬ 
ward  to  the  year  just  beginning  we  find  a  new  disaster  await¬ 
ing  us.  Our  fences  are  all  falling  down  and  also  cur  u  rickety 
piazza.”  The  length  of  fence  is  many  feet,  the  boards  on  the 
floor  of  the  piazza  are  creaking  ominously.  The  winding 
stairway  and  the  board  walk  to  the  other  house  are  showing 
the  cracks  and  crevices  of  age.  And  all  this  must  be  remedied 
during  the  coming  spring  and  summer.  Will  you  help  us  to 
do  this  by  subscribing  Much  or  Little,  and  sending  the 
accompanying  slip  with  your  check  to  the  Treasurer. 

Though  we  have  lost  several  of  our  old  supporters  and  annual 
subscribers  during  the  last  year,  we  are  sorry  to  say  that  so 
far,  in  spite  of  our  earnest  solicitation,  we  have  not  been  able  to 
supply  their  places,  except  in  two  cases,  one  an  elderly  lady  of 
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90  years,  and  the  other  a  wee  boy,  just  past  his  first  Christmas, 
who  for  the  joy  of  being  born  in  honor  of  the  Babe  of  Bethle¬ 
hem  and  in  memory  of  his  grandmother,  a  long-time-ago  and 
steadfast  friend,  has  already  constituted  himself  a  semi-annual 
contributor.  “  Stretch  thine  hand  unto  the  poor,  that  thy  bless¬ 
ing  may  be  perfected.”

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Report  of  the  Ladies’  Aid  Association 

At  the  last  regular  meeting  of  the  year  it  was  voted  to 
make  a  change  in  the  By-laws,  enlarging  the  number  of  Direct¬ 
ors  from  twenty-five  to  thirty,  exclusive  of  the  five  officers.  It 
is  hoped  in  this  way  to  increase  not  only  our  funds  but  the  inter¬ 
est  of  the  public  in  the  work  of  St.  Monica’s.  At  the  same 
meeting  Mrs.  Francis  C.  Foster,  who  has  long  been  a  devoted 
member  of  the  Board,  was  made  an  Honorary  Vice-President. 

The  Association,  as  in  previous  years,  has  little  to  add  to 
Sister  Vera’s  full  report  of  the  work  of  the  Home.  In  spite  of 
the  fact  that  for  many  charities  it  has  been  a  hard  year  finan¬ 
cially,  we  are  thankful  to  close  our  twelve  months  without  a 
deficit.  This  has  been  accomplished  only  bv  the  strictest  care 
and  economy,  and  the  needs  of  the  coming  year,  headed  by  a 
large,  unpaid  coal  bill,  are  beginning  to  press  heavily. 

To  the  always  pleasant  duty  of  heartily  thanking  our 
friends  for  their  sympathy  and  help  in  the  past,  we  must  add  a 
plea  for  continued  and  still  greater  help  in  the  future,  so  that 
to  those  poor  and  helpless  ones,  so  many  of  whom  are  very 
far  down  the  Western  slope  of  the  44  Blessed  Hill  ”  of  life,  St. 
Monica’s  may  not  cease  to  be  that  which  we  love  to  call  it  — 
a  Home  indeed.

Old  Colony  Trust  Company  of  Boston,  Massachusetts,  hereby 
agrees  to  receive  payment  of  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and 
devises  of  money,  securities,  or  land  for  the  benefit  of  St.  Monica’s 
Home  for  Sick  Colored  Women  and  Children,  a  charitable  association 
conducted  under  the  auspices  of  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church.  All  such  payments,  donations,  bequests  and  devises 
received  are  to  be  held  by  it  as  a  fund  to  be  known  as  the  St.  Monica’s 
Home  Fund  and  upon  the  following  trusts,  subject  to  such  modification 
satisfactory  to  it  as  may  be  rendered  necessary  by  the  stipulations  of 
individual  subscriptions,  donations,  bequests  and  devises. 

r.  To  hold  and  manage  the  principal  of  said  funds  perpetually,  and 
to  invest  and  reinvest  the  same  with  full  power  to  sell  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof,  or  to  alter  or  change  investments  at  any  time  or  from  time 
to  time. 

2.  To  pay  the  net  income  of  said  fund  as  constituted  from  time  to 
time  by  quarterly  payments  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  Home.  In  deter¬ 
mining  who  is  at  any  time  Treasurer  of  said  Home,  said  Trust  Company 
may  rely  upon  the  statement  of  any  officer  of  said  St.  Margaret’s  Sisters. 

3.  In  any  case  at  any  time  said  Home  is  discontinued,  or  in  case  for 
any  reason  the  trusts  above  defined  cannot  be  carried  into  effect  the  in¬ 
come  of  said  fund  is  to  be  thereafter  applied  or  paid  by  said  Trust 
Company  to  some  similar  charity  canied  on  within  the  Diocese  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  and  chosen  by  the  Society 
of  St.  Margaret,  a  corporation  organized  under  the  Laws  of  Mas¬ 
sachusetts  and  approved  in  writing  by  the  officers  of  St.  Monica’s 
Ladies’  Aid  Committee,  as  now  constituted,  or  its  successors,  if  any.
